In spite of the fact that Uncle Sam 
will have no ken or reckoning with the so 
viet government the purchase of American 
foods by Russia last year was of more than 
100 per cent greater value than for the pre 
vious year and more than from any ether 
country. On the other hand our own pur- 
chases of Russian goods fell off and this 
country ranked twelfth in the roster of ex- 
ports of the Socialist republic.

Both are 
robbing the people. 

In addition, the creation of the flood-con- 
trol channels and other works intended to 
halt the destructive flow of waters toward 
the sea will prove of less benefit if the de- 
nuded mountains pour down from their 
sides the roaring deluge with no trees to 
stem the flow.
